To Chester G. Smith, Constable of the Town of Hadley, in 
the County of Hampshire: 


GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts you are 
hereby required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said town, 
qualified to vote in elections and in town affairs to meet in the 
Town Hall on Monday, the fourth day of February next, at ten- 
thirty o’clock in the forenoon, then and there to act on the follow- 
ing articles. 


Article 1. To receive and act on all reports to be made at 
said meeting. 


Article 2. To elect all necessary Town Officers, Treasurer, 
_ Collector of Taxes, Tree Warden, Elector under the will of the 
late Oliver Smith of Hatfield, six Constables, each for a term of 
one year; one member of the Board of Selectmen, one member 
of the Board of Assessors, one member of the School Committee, 
two members of the Library Trustees, each for a term of three 
years. 


Article 3. To see if the town will vote to accept the list of 
men nominated by the Selectmen to serve as Jurors for the year 
coming. 


Article 4. ‘To determine the manner of repairing the high- 
ways, townways and bridges the ensuing year or act anything 
thereon.

Article 5. To determine the manner of collecting the taxes 


the ensuing year or act anything thereon. 


Article 6. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to sell and convey by proper deeds in the name of the Town any 
or all outlying parcels of land owned by the town or act any- 


thing thereon. 


Article 7. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to defend all suits that may be brought against the town; prose- 
cute all claims in behalf of the town, employing counsel when 
same may be necessary or act anything thereon. 


Article 8. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to make a new agreement with the Western Massachusetts Elec- 
tric Company for maintaining and supplying electricity for the 
Street Lights in town. 


Article 9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate such sums of money as shall be deemed necessary to de- 


fray the current expenses of the financial year or act anything 
thereon. | 


: Article 10. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the 
financial year beginning January Ist., 1935, and to issue a note 
or notes therefor, payable within one year, and to renew any 
note or notes as may be given for a period of less than one year 
in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, General Laws. 


Article 11. To see if the town will vote to appropriate a 
sum of money not exceeding five hundred (500) dollars towards 
the remodeling and equipping of a room in the Town Hall to be 
occupied by the Chief of Police or act anything thereon. 


Article 12. To see if the town will vote to divide the town 
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into zones and enact a speed law for each zone, with due re- 
gard to school areas and the more thickly settled parts of the 
town. 

‘Article 18. To see if the town will appropriate a sum of 
money to install a set of traffic control lights at the intersection 
of Russell and Middle Streets or act anything thereon. 


Article 14. To bring in your ballots “yes” or “no”. Shall 
the operation of Section 103B of Chapter 131 of the General 
Laws, requiring for the taking of fur-bearing animals, the use of 
traps that kill at once or take such animals alive unharmed, be 
suspended within this town. 


Article 15. To see if the town will appropriate two hun- 
dred and fifty six (256) dollars to replace the furnace in the 
Library Building. 


Article 16. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
a sum of money to be used in conjunction with money contributed 
by County and State or money received from any other source for 
the construction of a road .18 of a mile in length, including a 
bridge over Fort River, said road and bridge to be located on the 
Hockanum road on a new layout south of Gouger’s mill and that 
the Selectmen be authorized to confer with County and State offi- 
cials on the project or act anything thereon. 


Article 17. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to procure a right of way across the property now or formerly 
owned by Judson 'T. Gouger, appropriate money for the same or 
act anything thereon. 


Article 18. ‘To see if the town will vote to appropriate a 
sum of money not exceeding fifteen hundred (1500.) dollars for 
financing the town’s contributions to E.R.A. projects as required 
by the rules governing the distribution of Federal funds. 


Article 19. To see if the town will vote to appropriate a 
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sum of money to construct a vault or fire-proof storage in the 
Town Hall to care for record books and documents as required 
by law, or act anything thereon. 

Article 20. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the 
sum of two hundred and twenty-five ($225.00) dollars to pur- 
chase and install a siren fire alarm at the Hose House or act any- 
thing thereon. 


Article 21. To see if the town will vote to’ spray the elm 
trees on the town highways and appropriate the sum of two hun- 
dred and fifty ($250.00) dollars for this purpose or act anything 
thereon. 


And you are directed to serve this warrant by posting at- 
tested copies thereof at the usual places: One at the Town Hall; 
one at the store of Harry E. Gaylord; one at the store of Rudolph 
F’. Hahn in North Hadley and one at the School House in Plain- 
ville, all in said town seven days at least before the time of hold- 
ing said meeting. 


Hereof fail not and make due return of this warrant with ° 


your doings thereon to the Town Clerk at the time and place of 
meeting aforesaid.

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Selectmen’s Report 


The Selectmen submit their report for the year ending Dec. 
31, 1934. 


There were no special projects voted at the last Town Meet- 

ing under Chapter 90. An article calling for an appropriation 
to complete the Hockanum Road is in this years warrant. It 
specifies construction of a road .18 of a mile in length including 
anew bridge. This will probably cost more than a year ago but 
it seems necessary to vote this as the present structure is entirely 
inadequate to carry present day traffic either in width or 
strength. There was one very serious accident there this year, 
very fortunately not fatal. 


We have continued caring for our regular town roads under 
Chapter 81 and we advocate its continuance for 1935. Mr. Linn 
R. Underwood has completed his sixth year as Superintendent of 
Streets and he has a very complete report in this book. 


Under special legislation the amount of money contributed 
by the State was increased $50 per mile making an additional sum 
of $2,950.00 This amount was used almost entirely for oiling 
and enabled us to harden much more road than we expected. The 
roads that were oiled and the total mileage will be designated in 
the report of the Superintendent. A distance of half a mile be- 
ginning at the Amherst town line and running westerly along the 
Bay Road was treated with Calcium Chloride so that an oppor- 
tunity to compare this type of road with an oil treated one is 
available. 


Last winter under the allottment granted by the C.W.A. 
about two and a half miles of road was gravelled and much of 
this has been oil treated. Also under funds allotted by C.W.A. 
the Town Hall was painted outside and redecorated inside, many 
trees were cut down and others trimmed and a large area was 
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cleared and underbrush was thinned around the reservoir. Other 
projects were carried on in town under County and State allott- 
ments, these included apple tree removal, cleaning and white- 
washing of dairy barns, removal of corn stubble and refuse. 
These were known as County Projects. The State from the same 
funds rip-rapped the north bank of the Connecticut River. All 
this brought considerable money in wages to the townspeople at 
a time of year when jobs were few. 


The new set-up known as the F.E.R.A. was inaugurated in 
April at the termination of the C.W.A. This is strictly an emer- 
gency relief measure and definite need must be established by all 
workers before getting a job. With money received from this 
source the High School, Gymnasium, Portable and Household 
Arts Cottage have been painted; the Hopkins Field has been 
leveled; the playground at the Roosevelt School has been graded; 
a water hole for fire protection has been constructed in the Hock- 
anum section and as the year ends a sewing project which started 
in September is still active with eleven women employed and a 
six inch water main is being laid across Lawrence Plain with 
about fifty men employed. In all E.R.A. projects the labor ex- 
pense is paid from the E.R.A. allottment and all trucking ex- 
pense and material must be borne by the town. Up to the pres- 
ent there has been no appropriation made by the town and all 
unavoidable expenses have been charged to the several depart- 
ments benefitted. It would seem advisable to make an appropria- 
tion at the annual meeting to take care of necessary expenses 
should the E. R. A. continue to function as it becomes increasing- 
_ ly difficult to find projects, and have them approved by the State 
E.R.A., that entail no expense to the town. 


In accordance with the vote at the annual meeting the Select- 
men purchased a new International Truck chassis and mounted 
the old dump body on it. This truck is larger and heavier than 
the old one and has proved quite satisfactory. As an additional aid 
in snow removal the big V type plow owned by the town has 
. been repaired and fitted to the truck owned by Roger Barstow. 


The Fire Department is in fine condition, a report by the 
Chief will be found on another page of this book. 
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The Police Department has been handled very efficiently as 
will be seen by the report of the Chief. There are some special 
articles in the Warrant dealing with this department. 


The Welfare Department continues about the same as last 
year, we consider ourselves fortunate that costs of this department 
have not risen more. Each Friday afternoon at the Town Hall 
whatever Federal food at our disposal is distributed. 


The Old Age Assistance Department seems liable to increase 
as more and more apply for this branch of relief. 


A table showing the indebtedness of the town and also a 
balance sheet will be found in the report of the Town Accountant.

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Assessors Report 


The Assessors submit their annual report for the year end- 
ing Dec. 31, 1934. 


. We think a word should be said in regard to assessors work. 
This year under the new taxation date we start Jan. 1. It makes 
a somewhat different type of travelling and difficult weather to 
make our canvass. 


The assessors work is increasing every year, with new laws 
being made and more rigid enforcement of the old laws it is 
necessary for the assessors to do more work. The Excise Tax 
is levied on cars on a monthly basis so our books are not complete 
until Dec. 31. 


This year the Selectmen authorized us to take up the state 
census as we canvass for the town taxes which slows up our 
work. We have to take the names and ages of persons from 
eighteen years downward where we did not do this when we can- 
vassed for the military list. 


For the past two years we have overdrawn the assessors ap- 
propriation. Last year it was due largely to the fact that we 
revalued more property, having the certified copy of the valua- 
tion book to make to be sent to Boston, and that we made a full 
number of lists required by law; by this we mean a dog tax list, 
poll tax list, women’s list and military list, all these take time. 


In view of the fact that is not possible to run this office on 
less than Nine Hundred Fifty dollars (950.00) we are asking 
for this amount together with One Hundred (100.00) dollars for 
the census in the town budget.

I hereby submit my report as Superintendent of Streets for 
the year 1934. 


This completes our sixth year under Chapter 81. Under 
Chapter 81 the State gave the town fifty dollars a_mile more than 
usual to be added to the amount to be spent on the roads which 


helped a great deal. 


During the first part of the year we worked on some C.W.A. 
Projects, drawing gravel on two different roads, giving employ- 
ment to a number of men until the middle of February. 


Our snow storms were frequent and heavy the first of the 
year, but with the town plow and the help of Mileski Brothers, 
also Warner Brothers and Goodwin of Sunderland we did manage 


to keep the roads passable. 


This year we have put down three and one half miles of gravel 
mixed with asphalt cut back, also resurfaced 3,650 feet that was 
mixed last year, using in all 45,850 gallons of asphalt cutback. 


We have completed one mile of gravel mixed with tar this 
year and resurfaced four tenths of a mile that was mixed last 


year, using in all 12,030 gallons of tar. 


This year we tried an experiment on a half mile of road, 
applying four tons of Calcium Chloride over a base of gravel 
loam. 

We have applied and leveled 7,725 yards of gravel on the 
roads about the town. The work being done by trucks owned in 


the town and town labor. 


The usual amount of patching on the North Hadley-Sun- 
derland road also the new Hockanum road has been done. ; 
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The drainage throughout the town has been thoroughly 
looked after with some new pipes replaced where they were 
needed. 


Some of the brush along the roadside has been cut and car- 
ried away. 


An unusual amount of work has had to be done to our 
bridges this year. They are in good condition except the Old 
Mill bridge which is badly in need of a whole new floor. 


The usual amount of Spring and Fall scraping has been done. 
The Fall scraping being done by the town truck rather than 
hiring a tractor.

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DUTCH ELM COMMITTEE 


To the Board of Selectmen: 

We the Dutch Elm Committee, hereby submit our report as 
follows: 

We organized the first part of May and made a complete 
survey of the town to determine the number of Elm trees. There 
is a total of 1,550 Elms on our highways in town. We have kept 
constant watch throughout the summer for any sign of the disease. 

The first sign of the disease on an infected tree is the wilt- 
ing of the leaves in the crown and outer branches. The leaves 
turn yellow and fall off. The disease is a fungus similar to the 
organisms which produce blue stains on gum, pine and other 
trees. 

The disease is found to thrive in a: wide range of climatic 
conditions and would therefore be a menace to Elm trees in all 
parts of the United States. It attacks all species of Elm trees 
and the American Elm is highly susceptible. The disease was 
brought to this country by imported elm logs used in making 
of high grade veneer. 

The disease is spread by the elm bark beetle and the elm 
borer. The borer bores into the weak and dying branches while 
the beetle works on the healthy twigs. The only preventative for 
this disease that colleges and experiment stations have found or 
can recommend is the trimming of all dead wood and spraying. 

The disease has been found in Ohio, New York, New Jersey, 
and Connecticut. New Jersey had the most serious outbreak 
where 600 trees have been destroyed. When an infected tree is 
found it has to be cut down, the roots dug up and all the wood 
burned on the spot. New Jersey estimates the cost to be about 
$20 a tree. So far no infected trees have been found in Massa- 
chusetts.

Moth Superintendent 


To the Board of Selectmen of the Town of Hadley: 


Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit to you my report for the year 1934, as 
Superintendent of the Gypsy Moth extermination work. 


On Noy. 19 I started to do the work of destroying the egg 
clusters in the town. I have had six men at work since then and 
we have had quite a number of very bad places to take care of. 


In North Hadley I found more this year than I have for the 
past 5 or 6 years. A large amount of wood brought in from the 
surrounding towns is the only reason which I can give for the 
increase in that section. 


We have found it necessary to cut down a number of old 
apple trees and some big shag bark walnuts, in order to get at the 
egg clusters. In East Hadley we cut down three of those shag 
bark walnuts, and destroyed a total number of 2,138 egg clus- 
ters. This was in Mr. Chester Smith’s lot in back of the old 
Wasko place. 


On the Hadley Water Company’s lot we destroyed over 725 
egg clusters and I still think that there are more, as this infesta- 
tion was on the edge of the wood land. 


On the New Road to Hockanum there was another bad in- 
festation which was also on the wood edge along the highways. 
Both of these places could not be cleaned up to satisfy me or the 
division Superintendent, because we had used up our appropria- 


tion. 


The river bank and Island down in Honey Pot were very 
good this year, we found less than 100 egg clusters there. It 
goes to show that the place had a very good job done last year. 
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We worked 301% days in all and the total cost was $411.30 
for labor and supplies. Total number of egg clusters found was 
12,550 and total number of places where egg clusters were found 
was 175. The largest number on one tree was 712. 


Upon request of Mr. Grover Twiss, Division Superintendent 
of the Massachusetts Gypsy Moth Department, I asked our local 
E.R.A. Administrator for some E.R.A. money to help the town 
to clean up these bad places.

lows: 


The five cemeteries have been carefully maintained and have 


been improved in appearance, 


The north fence at the Hockanum Cemetery is in very bad 
‘condition and new posts are necessary. The Committee grate- 
fully acknowledge a gift of land 8 feet in width at the north 
end of the cemetery by Samuel M. Russell. This will enable 
us to move the fence 8 feet to the north and giving us a much 
needed driveway to the rear of the cemetery. 


E.R.A. Administrator Seymour H. Parker, secured for the 
Old Hadley Cemetery, the approval for a project, allowing the 
expenditure of $1,050.00 for grading the surfaces of the early 
sections, straightening stones, and generally improving a portion 
that has always been neglected. It was possible also to put a 
new cement floor in the vault and tool house. A group of eleven 
men were given employment for seven weeks, under the direction 
of the regular caretaker. The general result is pleasing, as the 
natural slopes of the old section adapted themselves to grading 
very well. The Hopkins Field E.R.A. project offered the gift 
of loan, which was gratefully accepted and thirty eight truck 
loads were used where they did the most good. We are indebted 
to Mr. Paul Brown and Hopkins officials for their cooperation 
in the gift of the loan, which was indispensable to the success of 


the project.

The work of the main library, as well as at the North Had- 
ley branch has, of necessity, followed only the regular routine 
methods. The circulation has fallen off considerably, it being 
8,846 in the center and 3,794 at North Hadley. 


Due to our limited budget, we cannot buy a large number 
of books, and these must be chosen from a variety of subjects 
in order to satisfy the tastes of the borrowers. 94 adult volumes 
and 94 juvenile books have been added. Co. G. A. Taylor has 
presented the library with a large number of volumes, some being 
complete sets. Others have donated smaller numbers. We are 
very grateful to these people, and wish that more of our citizens 
would follow their example. 


We have purchased a number of Boy Scout books at both 
libraries, and special shelves have been set aside for them. 


It has become necessary to do something about a new fur- 
nace for safety’s sake, and so we are asking for a special appro- 
priation for that purpose. 


As we are not printing the titles of the new books for eco- 
nomical reasons, such lists can be obtained from the librarians. 


The trustees request an appropriation of $600.00 plus the 
dog tax and the income from the Bulfinch Fund, for the regular 
work.

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Report of School Committee 


Each year in the preparation of the school report, your Com- 
mittee attempts to set forth in a brief manner the salient ac- 
complishments of the year and to outline in a general way what 
is to be done during the coming year. ‘That this method has cer- 
tain limitations is to be admitted, for what may seem of import- 
ance to a committee may not seem of equal importance to the 
voters, who may be more interested in other phases. It is to be 
regretted by the Committee, at least, that there are not more citi- 
zens who approach the Committee for information, or with con- 
structive suggestions during the year. The time given at the An- 
nual Town Meeting is too limited a period for an adequate ex- 
planation of policies, or for the calm, unprejudiced exchange 
of ideas, without which no representative form of government 
can be a success. And as so large a portion of the money ex- 
pended by the Town is for school purposes, each and every voter 
should consider it his duty to assist in every way possible to see 
that the fullest value is received for every dollar expended. A 
public school system is strong or weak according to the interest 
of the parents of the pupils in the schools, for the most able 
teacher can never get results from an indifferent student who is 
not encouraged or prodded by his family. 

Due to this lack of parental interest, there has arisen on the 
part of the older students, a wilful disregard for school equip- 
ment, which has led to the promulgating by the Committee of 
drastic regulations in an attempt to curb the situation. While 
an excess of spirit may be a good thing in youth, it is a bad thing 
when it leads to the destruction of property for which innocent 
and often financially unfortunate individuals must pay. In Spite 
of the fact that Hadley, as the rest of the world, is going through 
a time of great stress, the regard for property and what it has 
cost the taxpayer in time and effort is often too little appreci- 
ated by some of our young people. 
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There have been during the past year no major improve- 
ments, as the policy followed for over a period of years where- 
by a certain amount was expended for what might be called im- 
provements to the physical plant, is at last becoming evident. 
In order to bring out more clearly this fact, as well as certain 
other facts, the classification of the budget covers alternate 
years in this year’s report. Because of the difference which ex- 
ists between the school year, which covers a period from Septem- 
ber to June, and the budget year, which runs from January to 
January, a saving instituted during one school year, does not be- 
come evident until the following year. 

The different classification should also be of interest in that 
it shows where it has been possible to bring about certain im- 
portant savings over a period of years. It is probable that any 
important savings made henceforth will be because of the closing 
of the schools in the outlying districts, due to the constantly 
dwindling number of those attending the lower grades. 

Now that the Trustees of the Academy no longer feel able 
to make financial contribution towards instruction, provision must 
be made for these matters. Each year, the question of how to 
take care of the increasing numbers at the Academy seems in a 
measure to solve itself for the time being. During the coming 
year, as a partial solution, and as the result of a genuine need, 
a ninth grade is to be instituted at the Russell building. There 
has been a growing need for such a change for some time, as Mr. 
Hebard explains more fully in his report. 


When it became necessary for the Trustees to purchase a 
new boiler at the Academy, an oil burner was also installed. It 
has proved very satisfactory, as have the two Vacuum drafts 
which have been installed at the Russell building. The latter 
make possible the consumption of a less expensive grade of coal, 
no small item in so large a building. These installations are of 
great assistance to the janitorial staff, as one of the janitors now 
makes four trips a day with the school bus. 

The cost of fuel has been one of those things which cannot 
be determined in advance with any degree of accuracy. Any sav- 
ing due to the favorable price of coal last year, was lost because 
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of the severity of the winter. This year the code has accounted 
for a sixteen per cent increase in price. 


During the past year, two schools, West Street and Hock- 
anum, have been discontinued for the time being. There was but 
one resignation, that of Miss Hoskins, of the Domestic Science 
Department at the Academy. 


As in the past, we are again including in our report a state- 
ment showing the source of certain money which is used in mak- 
ing up the school budget, but which is derived from sources other 
than the annual tax levy. The amount, which this year is 47% 
of the total money used for the running of the schools, is of great 
assistance to the Town and relieves the Town of Hadley of con- 
siderable expense in maintaining its present school system. It 
will be noted that to make up these receipts, there are included 
no contributions from the teachers or from he Trustees of Hop- 
kins Academy.

In this year’s budget appears the new item labeled E.R.A. 
projects. For some time, projects for which money could be 
secured were of no particular use to the school department. 
With a broadening of the purposes for which money can be used, 
there are now certain projects which would be beneficial if money 
were available. With the limited amount now available for school 
maintenance, only the bare essentials can be provided for, but 
with some additional money, certain worthwhile projects could 
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be attempted. The North Hadley School building needs re- 
painting, and there should be installed at the Russell building a_ 
more satisfactory plumbing arrangement in the boys’ section. 
The present arrangement, which has been in use for a good many 
years, and which may perhaps have settled, is too low for proper 
drainage. 

Another project which might well be considered, were funds 
available, is a re-arrangement of the heating system at the Hook- 
er building. The four school rooms are heated by two hot air 
furnaces, and the halls by a steam system. ‘The system is in- 
efficient and wasteful of fuel, and it is impossible to maintain an 
even heat without a tremendous use of fuel. The Committee 
recommends the appropriation of the amount set forth, but does 
not include this as an essential part of the school budget for the 
coming year. 

Your Committee wishes to express its appreciation to Mr. 
Hebard and the teachers for all that they have done to make the 
public school system of Hadley what it is today.

Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Hadley: 


It is my privilege as well as prescribed legal duty to submit 
my fourth annual report as the superintendent of the schools of 
Hadley. I shall discuss a few topics more or less at length which 
it seems to me concern many children and may interest many cit- 
izens. ‘There will also be comments on a few other items which 
have a bearing on some phase of your school activities. 

At the close of the last term there were 568 pupils distribu- 
ted among the eight grades of the several elementary school build- 
ings. The actual enrollment by grades’ in each building follows:

Mr. Reed in his Hopkins report will show his class distribution. 


Inasmuch as the first three grades are about equal we can 
safely assume equality for forecasting purposes. So it appears 
that the grades will remain fairly constant in size for a time. Also 
with the larger grade membership in the last four elementary 
grades and in the lower two classes at Hopkins there will con- 
tinue to be crowded conditions in your secondary classes until 
steps are possible to relieve some classes. 
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It is obvious that the capacity of Hopkins has been reached 
for that matter, has been for two years much to the detriment of 
of those pupils who with earnest intention were desirous to pre- 
pare for further education. Candidly there should have been 
another teacher on that faculty but there was no space for classes, 
even though the schedule had been made with that in view. 


Next September there will be a smaller Grade VIII enroll- 
ment than hitherto at the Russell School and future building at- 
tendance there will continue smaller than has been the case for 
several years. Now it seems to me that some of the overcrowding 
at Hopkins can be averted by the re-establishing of a Grade IX 
at the Russell School. I would have the membership in this grade 
selective—not general—so that this group would enroll primarily 
those who have reasonable prospects of continuing studies after 
graduation from Hopkins Academy. I would even limit the mem- 
bership to thirty pupils. Those pupils from the outside schools 
who would need transportation would require transportation any- 
way, were all to enter Hopkins Academy, so for any year there 
would be no additional cost from this source. 


Tentatively I would have the school day of the same length 
as that at Hopkins Academy so as to coincide with the bus sched- 
ules. For subjects I would offer English—(Grammar, Literature 
and Spelling), Mathematics—(mostly Arithmetic with beginnings 
of Algebra), History—(a review of United States History with 
the Old World Background), penmanship, music, hygiene, draw- 
ing, current events and separate physical education groups for 
boys and girls. The literature, history and current events classes 
would be taught by teachers coming over from Hopkins. Miss’ 
Boyle would supervise the music and Miss Holmes instruct the 
hygiene. Teachers from Russell School would have the other 
subjects. 

For one year there would not be any Freshman classes in 
Latin, college algebra and college English. On the other hand 
Hopkins would not be without a graduating class four years 
hense. There would still be the vocational pupils for whom an 
academic ninth grade is unnecessary. There would also be that 
group which is a common pest in all secondary schools.- I refer 
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to pupils without aim or worry who settle in high school classes 
to spend as little effort as possible and require so much energy on 
the part of the teachers that said pupils may pass from year to 
year to an ostentatious graduation. Personally I believe that it 
is from similar groups that the occasional high school strike we 
read about has its inception. Thank goodness, Mr. Reed and his 
associates have made this type of pupil contented during their 
Hopkins experience. 


Another justification for an academic ninth grade would be 
the stronger basis for secondary studies for whom college en- 
trance is in prospect. It appears the case that only well grounded 
college graduates with thorough foundation get the few available 
positions upon college graduation. So start the preparation in the 
upper grammar grades in order to expect better preparation for 
college entrance while in the Academy. Some cities have technical 
and classical high schools for types of pupils so why is it out of 
reason for Hadley to have an academic ninth grade? 


As it may be possible to close some one elementary class- 
room before schools reopen in September there would be no ad- 
ditional teacher over the number now on your pay roll although 
there may be a change in the teaching personnel. The cost then 
will be no burden. I know that the committee will consider all 
angles in the matter before they sanction the re-establishment of 
a Grade IX. I hope many townspeople will tell me frankly their 
views during the next few months so I may have the true cross 
section of town opinion. 

I do not predict which classroom may be closed but I shall 
hestitate to recommend the closing of any room which will mean 
too long a day with transportation on crowded buses for first 
grade children. During the present year the Hartsbrook and 
Hockanum pupils are combined for instruction at the Hartsbrook 
School. No first grade pupils have been enrolled. Should the 
preliminary registration indicate more first grade pupils at Hock- 
anum than at Hartsbrook I would willingly recommend a trans- 
fer of school facilities if a workable bus schedule is possible. 

There is an economic phase to the closing of schools which 
may call for a restatement. Whenever a school is closed by reason

of small attendance then that teacher of that school is out of a 
position. ‘The matter of residence of the teacher is not the cause 
of closing the school. The number of pupils to be taught governs 
the need of a teacher not her home. It is my frank opinion that 
there will be small likelihood of a demand for any new elementary 
teachers in Hadley this coming year except from resignations as 
yet unanticipated by myself. Should resignation occur a teacher 
of experience would be available by closing a small room. ‘This 
condition is not very encouraging to young people who have re- 
cently graduated or are about to graduate from training courses. 
However it is the brutal truth. 


‘Just at this time I do not know just what courses in the es- 
tablishment of a Grade IX would require a change in teaching 
personnel. Perhaps there are local candidates who will fit into 
the scheme of instruction. This is probably a good place to state 
my views on the use of residents for future teaching positions 
which may occur from various causes. Schools were established 
in the past and have been maintained through the years for one 
avowed purpose—the instruction of the youth of the land. I 
assume that the families of Hadley want as good teaching as the 
salary scale of the town allows. Then Hadley teaching positions 
are something more than jobs. They are positions calling for skill 
and technique often with definite preparation in specific subjects. 
I prefer future teachers who have maintained scholastic standings 
in the upper third in classes definitely preparing for the specific 
position to be filled. A pleasing classroom personality is not to 
be overlooked. Candidly, do the citizens want any less? I think 
not. 


When it becomes necessary for a child to take his noonday 
lunch to school and remain away from home during those periods 
then the factors concerning the eating of that lunch should be the 
consideration of the home. As near as possible the habits should 
approach those of any orderly home. That is why teachers have 
noonday lunches to some extent. Ever since coming into this dis- 
trict I had hoped that sometime one of the rooms used for school 
purposes about the center of the town would become available 
for noon lunch purposes. Then I could have the older girls from 
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the Household Arts courses at Hopkins under the guidance of 
that instructor prepare warm dishes to be sold at a low price 
just to cover cost. The school nurse would be glad to supervise 
the nutrition value of the dishes planned. ‘There are enough girls 
so it would appear it would become a rotating project for them 
to continue from November first to April first. From the Wel- 
far Department a list of any needy families would be at hand to 
guarantee that children most in need would be fed. One or two 
teachers in turn would be assigned in turn to assist the Household 
Arts teacher if necessary with the discipline routine of the room. 
There are enough pupils who bring lunches now so that 
food could be purchased in large enough quantities to permit of 
very low costs to children. I do not have in mind an elaborate 
bill of fare but rather some one warm appetizing dish each noon 
with sufficient variation to forego monotony. 


I think that the time is near when it may be possible to take 
as much of the Hooker Portable as can ‘be moved and reassemble 
a shorter structure on the “fill” to the rear and side of the Rus- 
sell School. It would then be convenient to that building and 
Hopkins Academy from where most of the pupils would come. 
In my mind I do not see how any noticeable expense would re- 
flect back into the school appropriation beyond that which would 
equal the receipts from the lunches. The labor involved would 
be in the nature of project on the part of pupils and instructional 
project from the teacher. 


As one considers the present school enrollment in the ele- 
mentary schools and the apparent frend of smaller schools in 
many sections of the town it will be admitted that in a few years 
it will be wholly within reason to formulate the entire teaching 
in the Russell School on a Junior High basis. The principal of 
that building would well become the principal of all elementary 
rooms about the center. While the pupils of the lower grades 
would be transported to the nearer schools for worthwhile groups 
the pupils of the upper grades could well be grouped in the Rus- 
sell School. The teaching would be uniform and certain newer 
subjects, as safety education, and physical education receive more 
attention. 
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Right here another digression seems pertinent. I venture to 
surmise that not a few readers at this point will think to them- 
selves and perchance tell their neighbors that the superintendent 
is concerned with his own convenience. Not so. Schools have 
certain hours to be in session and it is within those hours that 
“your superintendent whoever he may be must do the supervision 
which your expect of him. Hadley is a most delightful town 
over which to ride—summer or winter, seedtime or harvest—but 
the time involved with transportation between schools cannot be 
wholly devoted to classroom supervision. It is a question of how 
the school hours shall be used. 


I know that Mr. Reed will discuss various conditions at 
length for Hopkins Academy. Personally I hope it may be pos- 
sible to reorganize courses there so that more of the present rec- 
ognized socialized subjects may find a place on the curriculum. I 
am thinking now of that larger group of any graduating class 
whose final education ends with Hopkins and who will become 
in so short a time voters. Our governor recently urged the in- 
clusion of courses in economics. I believe that elementary book- 
keeping and accounting together with business forms and the ele- 
ments of business law are of vastly more worth than French and 
geometry. | 

If I were entirely free to reorganize the language courses 
in any small high school in the light of requirements acceptable 
to most colleges I would plan for but five language courses. The 
size of those registering for any one course might demand more 
than one division in any one. I would have Latin five times a 
week in each of the first two years with a class meeting three 
times a week during the last year when grammar and prose based 
on Caesar would be studied. French would be offered five times 
a week in each of the last two years. These language offerings 
will suffice the need of those graduates who will actually go to 
colleges of ordinary types. 

Irom visits and the perusal of tests of various kinds given 
the pupils I am satisfied that the pupils have made the expected 
progress. We must always keep in mind that where there are 
differences in the outward facial characteristics—physical forms 
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and personal mannerisms that there may also be just as wide dif- 
ferences in the unseen workings of the mind and body. So there 
will always be differences in scholarship in grades and classes. 


Hadley has a worthy corps of teachers and a worthwhile 
school nurse to assist a conscientious school physician in the per- 
formance of his duties. I include Miss Boyle with the teachers. 


In another part of this whole report will be found the tabu- 
lation of the school budget with a comparison with the past two 
odd years to permit a spread of comparison. The Hadley voters 
in my service here have been reasonably liberal with their schools. 
I have confidence in their attitude to continue that policy so long 
as their representative school committee members and superin- 
tendent are careful of the appropriations entrusted to them at the 
annual town meetings. 

I am grateful for the friendly co-operation of all the teach- 
ers. I appreciate keenly the continued loyalty of the committee 
and townspeople.

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REPORT OF THE 


Principal of Hopkins Academy 


To the School Committee and Superintendent of Schools 
of Hadley: 


If all the boys and girls who were enrolled in 5, 6, 7, and 8 
four years ago had continued their schooling here, our enrollment 
would now be 372. Our enrollment this year is 213, with a pres- 
ent membership of 204. Nine pupils have left school since Sep- 
tember. I predicted a year ago that we would reach 225 this 
year which was a little high. I now predict that our enrollment 
next fall will exceed 213. | 

The question might well be raised why so many of our boys 
and girls leave school between the sixth and twelfth grades. Fail- 
ure to become interested in school work, lack of interest on the 
part of the parents to keep the children in school, and, in some 
cases, the need of boys and girls to help at home, are among the 
reasons so many pupils do not continue in school. It is probable, 
too, that in some instances the school fails to do all it might to 
hold pupils who hold latent talents. 

We are concerned at Hopkins with adding to our curriculum 
subjects of value for the larger number of pupils who are not 
interested in either college preparatory or vocational courses. 
This problem is not confined to Hopkins, for high school men 
throughout the country are giving thought and study to the same 
problem. ‘To help this middle group of students, courses in com- 
mercial geography, physical geography, astronomy, science and 
civics have been added to the curriculum in recent years. It has 
been the custom here for years to advise students not inclined 
toward college preparatory or academic studies to enroll in the 
vocational departments. The state pays one half the total ex- 
penses of the household arts department, and two-thirds of the 
instructional salaries in the agricultural department. Now these 
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departments are at the maximum enrollment permitted the State 
Department of Education for one teacher departments. To help 
in relieving a larger enrollment in the vocational departments and 
to offer a wider range of subjects for the middle group of stu- 
dents, I believe that we should offer next fall courses in elemen- 
tary bookkeeping, applied arithmetic, and economics. We are 
ready for a commercial department, but the addition of these 
courses would be of value to the boys and girls who attend a com- 
mercial college after graduation. 


Our enrollment now is four times what it was in 1914. There 
are but two more teachers now than then. At that time the teach- 
er of household arts devoted one-half of her time to teaching of 
academic studies. When one considers that the extra-curriculum 
work carried on in debating, dramatics, public speaking, and 
athletics is far in excess of what it was twenty years ago, it is 
readily seen that the teachers are employed to their capacity. It 
is well known that your Hopkins teachers devote many hours to 
the extra-curriculum interests which have accepted civic value. 
They are active in community affairs and are real citizens in 
every sense of the word, just as they should be. 


We do need another teacher next year to teach the new sub- 
jects and sections in other academic subjects, thus to relieve some 
of the teaching load. No principal could possibly feel that he is 
able to satisfactorily supervise a school of more than 200 pupils, 
which uses four buildings, when he is on duty every period prac- 
tically of the week either teaching or in a study hall. He may be 
needed in two places at once and cannot give the help a principa! 
should to his teachers. 

Educators who visit Hopkins express their amazement that 
we are able to take care of 200 students in our limited quarters. 
I wish more parents would visit the school. I am sure that they 
would scarcely be aware of crowded conditions except in a few 
classes and an assembly time. 

Extracts from a letter received by one of the teachers from 
one of the judges at the 1934 Lane Prize Speaking Contest is of 
significance and interest. “As a group, the students all showed 
very clearly the results of careful training, and especially the re- 
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sults of thoughtful interpretation. Their diction was remarkably 
good. I consider the evening’s performance a triumph in this 
respect. I am positive that I have not heard so good a program 
before anywhere in this neighborhood.” 

At a basketball game recently a visiting student congratu- 
lated the Hopkins cheer leaders on the excellent spirit shown and 
said, “We always enjoy coming to Hopkins because of the friend- 
ly way we are treated. Your gymnasium and locker rooms are 
always so clean. You must have fine janitors.” Messrs. Robert 
Burke and Thomas Hannigan not only faithfully perform their 
duties in the buildings and about the grounds; but they also do 
many little things which are a great help to the teachers and 
pupils. 

As principal, I appreciate very much the time and thought 
given the school by the trustees, school board members and the 
superintendent.

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School Health Report 


To the Superintendent and 
Members of the School Committee— 


“Living today is a great adventure,” especially to youth. The 
four great sources of human power capable of aiding youth 
toward success in this adventure are —-Health—Ideals—Knowl- 
edge—and a Receptive mind. 

Health is more than just being well; it is being at one’s best. 
Ideals are like the controls of a machinery ; they guide and direct. 

There is much scientific knowledge today telling us how to 
live finely and well, but we must present a receptive mind in order 
to contact this source of power. Unless we know HOW as well 
as WHY no one can live according to their best ideals. Again, 
one may have ideals without vigorous health but without the lat- 
ter they are rarely realized; too many factors tend to get in the 
way. 

On this structure of—health—ideals—knowledge and recep- 
tivity is based the plans of Health Education. The teaching and 
practice of health ideals thru physical training coordinates body 
and mind, stimulates alertness and a sense of fair play, not to 
mention the value of exercise as a health measure. The teach- 
ing and practice of disease prevention and general safety is fun- 
damental in health education. 


Disease prevention is based on the health examination and 
the many avenues open to the school child for protection and 
cure. This source is under the control] of the individual who is 
interested and ready to take advantage of scientific knowledge. 


The teaching of First Aid in Care and Prevention of acci- 
dents is one feature of health education that is timely and practi- 
eal in face of the increasing toll of human life. The simple rules 
of caring for the sick in the home and more especially, the rules 
of sanitation in the home is another phase in health education. 
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These features were part of the school program during the year 
1934, 

The health of the school population during the year was 
good, on the whole, considering the severity of the winter months. 
The comfortable method of transportation by bus instead of 
tramping thru snow and slush should receive credit. 

A mild epidemic of whooping cough in the Russellville school 
early in the year did not, to any great extent, interfere with 
school attendance as the students were classed in two groups, the 
unaffected attending the morning session and the ‘whoopers’ a 
solid session in the afternoon. The children were not sick and to 
lose school time would be too bad. Mumps moved to town during 
the summer vacation and again, the children, with few exceptions, 
were not sick and wandered at large, the result a poor attendance 
at Hooker school during the Fall term. 

It is fortunate children put up such firm resistance to minor 
infections, nevertheless, the right to wander and infect others is 
a privilege not to be commended. This responsibility is directly 
up to the parents of all children. 

The Dental examination clinic visited all Primary and Gram- 
mar schools during the year. The clinic operated at the Hooker 
and North schools, children outside walking distance were brought 
to these centres. The examination showed a marked improvement 
in Oral Hygiene. 

Three boys were sent to the Health Camp Hodgkins during 
the month of July. It must be kept in mind this service is made 
possible thru the sale of Christmas seals sponsored by the Hamp- 
shire County Public Health Association. Every one should visit 
this camp some time when the camp is in action and see the ex- 
cellent facilities provided for the health and comfort of the chil- 
dren. This phase of child welfare merits your earnest support. 


The Toxin-Anti-Toxin clinic sponsored by the local Board 
of Health and operated by the school health staff, Dr. Kennedy‘ 
in charge, treated 110 school children and 80 pre-school children 
at the four clinics held in the Town Hall, May 1934. The mem- 
bers of the clinic are grateful for the use of the South Hadley 
Board of Health T-A-T outfit lessening the operating time 75%. 
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A survey of the school population under 12 years of age pre- 
sents the following situation in regard to protection against the 
most deadly of all children’s diseases. Appro. 


Grades 1 to 5 inclusive: 


Russellville 100% 
Hockanum & Hartsbrook , 87% 
Hooker . 80% 
West 80% 
Roosevelt 65% 
Plainville 50% 
North Hadley 21% 


A report on the percentage of pre-school is difficult to frame 
as the group varies, but as.this is the first concerted attempt to 
include the pre-school child in the clinics 80 little children are 
safer than they were. It is the aim of the Board of Health, 
State and Local to treat pre-school, generally, for several reasons 
—the most important is—the younger the child the more sus- 
ceptible to infection; the prevention of infection thru contact at 
school; and probably the most appealing—the younger the child 
the less reaction, mentally or physically, to the serum. 


The Schick test will be given to the entering class and 2nd 
grade early in September 1935. The usual vaccination clinic will 
be held in August. Parents kindly bear this in mmd. 

The Chadwick Clinic made the third yearly visit during the 
Fall term, two children were discharged and, with one exception, 
all others are improved. 


The growth of the school child is certainly not affected by 
‘hard times’. Underweight is an exception, Dental defects rate 
the highest percentage, of course, although the Red Cross Dental 
clinic visiting the schools yearly is steadily clearing away this de- 
fect. 

The Oral hygiene of the High school is exceptionally fine, 
90% of the students have splendid teeth, properly cared for and 
healthy. 
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Correction of defects are as follows:

The Health Education program stated in the report of 1933 
was completed in June 1934. The honor of holding a Junior 
Red Cross First Aid certificate was given to 11 of the 17 boys in 
the Russell school class. The girl’s class of Home Hygiene and 
Child Care was more involved, the course included the study of 
Personal, Household and Community health, the interrelation and 
responsibility entailed, the care of small children, the control of 
communicable diseases in the home, and care of minor infections. 


This branch of health education is not a simple project, the 
understanding calls for interest and intelligence and the papers 
presented by 14 members of the class at the Russell school were 
exceptional. 


The classes in practical Health Education at present are as 
follows: 


High School—Home Economic class— 


Freshmen—Physiology and Hygiene weekly class 60 
Sophomore—Red Cross Junior First Aid, 

child care weekly class 80 
Russell School—Junior First Aid 

40 boys and girls weekly class 60 


These classes are part of the regular school program and in- 
tended for pupils entering the academic classes in High school. 
As one of the objectives in health and safety education, swim- 
ming and lifesaving is in process of trial. We hope to see no 
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boy or girl graduate from grammar school without being able to 
swim and protect themselves in the water. With this in view a 
number of the High school boys and a courageous girl are under 
instruction in Life-saving, and we also hope to see a regular class 
down at the beach under the protection of these qualified swim- 
mers as part of the school health and safety program. 

Swimming is an excellent health measure and some day 
pools will be as common as gymnasiums, as school requirements. 
When that day comes we shall be prepared, in the meantime, the 
beach is not too far away. 

To the State Department of Health Education, the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Co., the Prudential Life Insurance Co., 
the American Red Cross, the Hampshire County Public Health 
Association and the Westfield Sanatorium, the health department 
of the Hadley schools extend appreciation for many favors and 
helpful literature received during the year 1934.
